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This  Tract  is  the  substance  of  two  addresses  by  Rev.  B. 
Pierce,  on  the  Parham  Circuit,  August,  1919.  The  first 
address  was  in  part  published  in  the  Daily  Standard, 
Kingston.  The  Brother  referred  to  answered  in  a  long 
article  to  the  Standard.  We  as  within  replied,  but  the 
Editor  refused  further  publication.  To  help  him  and 
others  being  alienated  from  their  "Mother  Church"  to 
come  *'Home"  as  did  the  Prodigal,  Luke  15,  we  in  kind- 
ness mention  no  names.  We  also  correct  Hornerite  and 
Free  Methodist  errors. 
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As  announced,  my  subject  is  'The  Reproach  of  Irreverent  and  Un- 
seemly Worship,"  and  my  text  is  John  4:  24,  "God  is  a  Spirit  and  they 
\vho  worship  Him  must  worship  Him  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth."  Worship 
means  "worthship,"  and  is  paying  reverence  or  homage.  All  men  wor- 
ship. Who,  where  and  how  to  worship  is  therefore  of  universal  concern. 
Some  worship  the  sun,  moon  and  stars,  others  worship  devils  or  evil 
spirits;  some  worship  idols,  the  work  of  men's  hands;  others  worship 
men,  women,  dogs,  alcohol  and  tobacco;  and  loving  those  most,  they  be- 
come their  idol,  their  god.  Some,  deceived  by  Satan,  pay  homage  to 
themselves;  their  own  feelings,  and  with  Eastern  devotion  do  they  wor- 
ship at  the  shrine  of  their  idol.  All  intelligent  Christians  worship  God 
the  Father,  through  the  Son,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  reverence  due 
His  House  and  Person  is  never  transgressed.  Imagine  the  roof  off  this 
church,  and  far  above  the  sky  and  stars  you  can  see  the  great  white 
throne  of  God,  the  saints  above  and  the  holy  angels  with  veiled  faces, 
saj'ing:  "Holy,  holy,  holy!"  and  all  giving  glory  to  God  in  the  highest, 
what  a  hush  and  awe  it  would  have  on  our  minds!  And  to  hear  God 
speak  as  to  Moses,  "Put  off  the  shoes  from  off  thy  feet  for  the  place 
whereon  thou  standest  is  holy  ground.  And  Moses  hid  his  face  and  was 
afraid."  Ex.  3:  4-6.  As  Jacob  slept  by  the  road  side,  and  became  con- 
scious of  God's  presence,  he  also  "was  afraid,"  and  said:  "How  dreadful 
is  this  place!  This  is  none  other  than  the  House  of  God."  Gen.  28:  17. 
All  intelligent  spiritual  worshippers  feel  as  did  Moses  and  Jacob. 

"Lo  God  is  here  let  us  adore,  and  own  how  dreadful  is  this  place!" 
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Let  all  within  us  feel  His  power,  and  silent  bow  before  His  face." 
What  a  reproach!  How  unseemly  and  horrible  for  one  lead  by  Satan  to 
jump,  dance,  skip,  run,  crawl,  screach  and  expose  herself  to  laughing 
young  men  who  go, nightly  for  miles  just  to  be  entertained  by  Mrs.  A., 
Mrs.  B.,  and  others  who  shout:  "I've  got  the  Spirit  and  I'm  Free!  You 
must  get  the  Spirit  and  act  as  I  do  or  you'll  go  to  hell!  The  churches 
aie  dead.  The  ministers  are  blind  guides.  Come  out  "f romi  among  them 
and  be  free!!"  They  now  go  to  prayer.  All  pray  aloud,  bending  the  head 
to  the  ground,  and  clapping  hands.  Now  Sister  A.  screams  louder!  and 
"Old  Ben"  waxes  louder  than  all  the  score  of  confused  voices.  A  novice 
asks  .--"Are  they  mad?"  The  "confusion"  ceases,  and  about  midnight  the 
young  people  homeward  bound  have  a  jolly  time.  They  laugh,  again  and 
again,  as  one  and  another  tell  what  they  saw  and  heard  as  Mrs.  A.  and 
"Old  Ben"  performed  or  entertained.  "Ha,  ha;  it  is  good  as  a  circus.  Be 
sure  and  come  to-morrow  night."  The  tent  is  near  the  church,  service 
at  the  same  hour,  and  they  "compass  land  and  sea  to  make  proselites 
from  the  churches.  I  testify  to  what  I  saw  and  heard  some  28  years  ago. 
After  I  left  the  circuit  a  "Holiness  Church"  and  shed  were  built  near 
those  erected  during  my  pastorate.  Some  of  as  godly  men  as  I  ever 
knew  left  the  Methodist  Church  because  the  pastor  tried  to  keep  them 
Scriptural  in  worship.  Give  God  time  and  He  makes  all  right.  Being 
invited  to  preach  anniversary  sermons  I  gladly  visited  my  old  circuit 
last  April.  Passing  the  "Holiness  Church"  I  asked:  "Do  many  worship 
here  now?"  "None  at  all."  "And  for  how  long,  pray?"  "For  more  than 
six  years."  There  it  stands  deserted.  Some  backslide  to  be  scoffers, 
others  returned  to  their  old  mother  church  wiser  than  when  they  left  it. 
The  leader  of  that  movement  is  reported  now  to  be  "very  rich."  Recent- 
ly he  had  a  suit  at  law  to  still  be  Bishop  and  the  "greatest,"  (Mat.  18:  3), 
and  failing,  has  formed  still  another  sect.  The  place  mentioned  is  only 
one  of  many  where  it  is  dead  or  dying,  proof  that  it  is  "not  of  God."  And 
as  I  see  those  errors  repeated  on  contiguous  circuits,  and  here  also,  as 
pastor  and  watchman,  remembering  my  ordination  vow  to  "drive  away 
all  erroneous  doctrines  contrary  to  the  Word."  It  is  only  with  a  very 
painful  sense  of  duty  to  Christ's  Church,  and  with  the  kindest  feelings  to 
erring  brethren  that  I  speak  on  this  subject.  "God  is  a  Spirit  and  they 
that  worship  Him  must  worship  Him  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth,"  i.e.,  ac- 
cording to  His  commands. 

Some  say:  "Be  tolerant.  Those  people  are  sincere.  They  believe  in 
jumping,  etc.,  let  them  alone."  My  love  for  Christ  and  erring  brethren 
constrains  me  to  speak  out.  A  simple  brother  very  sincerely  believes  the 
milk  to  be  pure.  I  know  an  enemy  put  arsenic  in  it,  and  in  love  tell  him 
so.  He  gets  offended,  and  treats  me  as  an  enemy  for  telling  him  the 
truth.  And  he  drinks  the  poisoned  milk.  Will  his  sincerity  save  his  life? 
Some  say,  "Truth  is  mighty  and  will  prevail."     But  only  as  it  is  advo- 


cated  is  it  mighty.  If  truth  is  not  advocated  and  error  is,  the  error  be- 
comes mighty  and  prevails.  For  centuries  before  the  Reformation  error 
prevailed  until  men  like  Luther,  Knox  and  Ridley  advocated  the  Truth. 
Imperiling  and  losing  their  liberty  and  their  lives  they  kept  on  advocat- 
ing the  Truth,  and  it  gloriously  prevailed,  liberating  men  from  the  error 
that  enslaved  them.  The  responsibility  to  God  of  pulpit  and  press  is 
here  seen.  Those  "watchmen  must  give  the  wicked  warning,"  or  "his 
blood  will  I  require' at  thy  hand."  Eze.  3:  18.  "The  hireling  fleeth  be- 
cause he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep."  Jn.  10:  13.  He 
don't  care  how  many  the  thief  and  wolf  get  if  he  can  have  an  easy, 
popular  time.^  "Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try  the  spirits 
whctlier  they  be  of  God,  because  many  false  prophets  are  gone  out  into 
the  world."  I  John  4:  T'For  many  deceivers  are  entered  into  the  world. 
If  there  come  any  unto  you  and  bringeth  not  this  doctrine  (Truth)  re- 
ceive him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God  speed  lest  ye  be 
partakers  of  his  evil  deeds."  2  Jno.  10-11.  Mark  them  that  cause  di- 
visions and  ofTences  contrary  to  the  doctrine  and  avoid  them,  for  they 
serve  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  their  own  belley,  and  by  good  words 
and  fair  speeches  deceive  the  simple."  Rom.  16:  17-18.  Scripture 
enough  surely  to  correct  any  who  would  be  so  tolerant  or  indifferent  as 
to  let  error  run  unchecked.  Now  in  worship  in  all  churches,  Lutheran, 
Anglican,  Presbyterian,  Congregational,  Baptist,  Methodist,  you  find  a 
reverence,  decency,  order,  and  intelligence  that  never  is  transgressed. 

Please  read  again  I.  Cor.  14,  and  note  three  plain  commands  for  wor- 
ship which  distinguish  the  intelligent  worshipper  from  the  "barbarian." 
1.  "Let  all  things  be  done  unto  edifying.".  .V.  26,  "All"  preaching,  pray- 
ing, singing  and  testifying  must  be  "edifying."  To  edify  is  to  reason, 
make  intelligible,  instruct,  enlighten,  or  "teach"  others  (not  amuse).  "If 
I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice  I  shall  be  unto  him  that  speaketh  a 
barbarian,  and  he  that  speaketh  a  barbarian  unto  me — I  had  rather  speak 
five  words — that  I  might  teach  others  also  than  10,000  words — that  he 
understandeth  not."     V.  11,  19,  16. 

2.  "Pray  with  the  understanding  also"  v.  15,  "by  course,"  "in  turn," 
v.  27,  or  "one  by  one,,*  that  the  "unlearned  will  not  say  ye  are  mad,"  v.  23, 
not  understanding,  but  be  edified,  "Else  when  thou  shalt  bless  with  thy 
spirit  how  shall  the  unlearned  say  amen,  at  thy  giving  of  thanks  seeing 
he  understandeth  not  what  thou  sayest,  v.  16.  Note  20  or  more  praying 
aloud  at  once  break  this  command.  It  is  "confusion"  of  Satan,  "For  God 
is  not  the  author  of  confusion,  but  of  peace  as  in  all  the  churches."  v.  33. 

3.  A  third  command  is,  "Let  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in 
order,"  v.  40.  As  above  we  see,  in  all  churches  down  through  the  cen- 
turies this  decency,  order  and  intelligence  carried  out,  until  a  few  years 


ago  those  Jumpers  arose.  All  sane  worshippers  know  th^t  'iove  doth 
not  behave  itself  unseemly,"  I  Cor.  13:  5.  Peter,  James  and  John  on  the 
Mount  of  Transfiguration,  and  so  blessedly  conscious  of  God's  presence, 
did  not  jump  shouting  "I  am  free!"  but  fell  on  their  faces  and  were  sore 
afraid."     Mat.  17:  1-6. 

4.  A  fourth  command  is  Ec.  v.  1-2,  "Keeping  foot  when  thou  goest 
into  the  house  of  God,  and  be  more  ready  to  hear  than  to  give  the  sacri- 
fice of  fools,  for  they  consider  not  that  they  do  evil.  Be  not  rash  with 
thy  mouth — to  utter  anything  before  God,  for  God  is  in  Heaven  and  thou 
upon  the  earth,  therefore  let  thy  words  be  few."  Remembering  this  com- 
mand we  sing  with  holy  reverence: — 

"God  is  in  heaven  and  man  below. 
Be  short  our  tunes,  our  words  be  few, 
A  solemn  reverence  checks  our  songs, 
And  praise  sits  silent  on  our  tongues." 

See  those  four  plain  commands,  "Whoso  therefore  shall  break  one 
of  these  least  commands,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,"  Mat.  5:  19,  "have  no  part  or  portion  in  it." — (Wesley). 

5.  Nature  and  Reason  also  correct  this  "unseemly"  worship.  One  in 
the  presence  of  King  George  commences  jumping,  dancing  and  screech- 
ing. "Put  that  lunatic  out,"  he  cries,  and  out  he  goes.  A  wiser  man 
never  will  think  of  jumping  in  his  presence.  And  how  much  more  in  the 
presence  of  the  "King  of  Kings"? 

6.  Neither  Christ  nor  any  one  of  His  holy  prophets  or  apostles  ever 
jumped  in  God's  solemn  worship.  They  who  do  so  are  misrepresenting 
Christ  and  His  apostles.  "Woe  to  the  world  because  of  offences — it 
were  better  that  a  milestone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that  he 
were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea,"  Mat.  18:  6.  God  grant  us  all 
grace  to  follow  Jesus.     Amen. 

Please  Note  Texts  Quoted  by  Jumpers. 

One  mentions  Finney,  Edwards  and  Wesley  Revivals  to  prove  the 
"unseemly"  worship.  We  gladly  pardon  a  man  who  in  great  revival 
blessing  lacking  knowledge,  or  forgetting,  gives  way  once  to  some 
"secret  impulse"  of  Satan  to  jump  or  screech.  But  what  of  one  who 
makes  it  a  habit,  and  leads  others  into  irreverence?  Two  of  Wesley's 
preachers,  Bell  and  Owen,  got  acting  thus,  and  he  stopped  them  leading 
meetings  or  even  to  pray,  calling  it  "enthusiasm  or  religious  madness," 
and  said  it  was  "of  Satan,"  and  urged  that  the  "reproach"  be  stopped. 
(Journal  October  and  December,  1762.) 


1.  "John  Wesley  guilty  of  blasphemy!  He  says  so  himself.  But  he 
confessed  and  (I  Jn.  1:  9)  was  true  with  l)lessed  results."  My  brother 
your  speaking  thus  does  not  prove  it.  Hear  him:  "I  make  the  Word  of 
God  the  rule  of  my  actions;  and  I  no  more  follow  any  'secret  impulse' 
instead  thereof,  than  I  follow  Mohammed  or  Confucius."  (Works,  Vol. 
v.,  p.  341).  "If  these  impressions  are  received  as  the  rule  of  action,  in- 
stead of  the  written  word,  I  know  nothing  so  wicked  or  absurd  but  we 
may  fall  into",  and  that  without  remedy."  (Journal,  July,  1741).  "Satan 
strives  to  push  many  of  them  to  extravagance — 1.  Frequently  three  or 
four,  yea,  ten  or  twelve  pray  aloud  all  together.  2.  Some,  perhaps  many 
of  them  scream  all  together  as  loud  as  they  possibly  can.  3.  Some  use 
improper,  yea,  indecent  expressions  in  prayer,  or  postures  and  gestures 
highly  indecent.  4.  Several  drop  down  as  dead,  and  are  stifif  as  a  corpse, 
but  in  a  while  they  start  up,  and  cry,  "Glory!  Glory!"  perhaps  twenty 
times  together.  Just  so  do  the  French  prophets,  and  very  lately  the 
Jumpers  in  Wales,  bring  the  real  work  into  contempt."  (Journal,  April, 
1786.)  Space  forbids  quotation  of  many  similar  expressions,  as  "Satan 
beguiled  them,"  "Satan  mimicked,"  &c.  Note  those  are  from  July,  1741 
to  April,  1786,  over  45  years  of  his  life,  and  shortly  before  his  death,  that 
he  speaks  as  above.  No  repentance  and  confession  here,  my  brother!  I 
hope  you  misquoted  or  wrested  Wesley's  words  ignorantly.  But  further, 
"actions  speak  louder  than  words"  even  for  45  years!  Can  you  tell  me 
once  where  Wesley  ever  jumped,  &c.,  as  above?     Not  once. 


2.  "But  Mr.  Wesley  was  human,  subject  to  error."  I  grant  it, 
brother,  and  more,  all  men  err,  Eyes  off  them  all  then!  Jesus  is  God, 
and  our  only  perfect  example.  He  says,  "Learn  of  Me,"  "Follow  thou 
Me."  Again,  let  actions  speak!  Did  the  blessed  Christ  jump  once  any- 
where! Not  once.  This  settles  the  matter  for  all  intelligent  worshippers 
in  all  denominations,  you  brother,  and  a  few  others  with  "heated  imagina- 
tion" excepted.  How  awful  to  misrepresent  Christ  and  break  His  plain 
commands  as  mentioned,  causing  confusion  and  disorder  in  worship! 


3.  "But  the  lame  man  went  into  the  temple  leaping."  So  he  did,  but 
once  only,  Acts  3:  8.  He  was  "40  years  old,"  never  could  walk  or  was  in 
the  temple  before.  He  pprobably  was  ignorant,  or  forgot  in  his  joy  how 
to  go;  but  repented  never  to  do  so  again.  How  far  did  he  go  in?  (a) 
Court  of  the  Gentiles  where  all  could  go.  Here  Jesus  found  the  "money 
changers,  (b)  Court  of  Israel.  Here  only  Jews  go  to  pray,  (c)  Court 
of  the  Priests.  He  probably  only  went  into  the  first  court  leaping  and 
no  one  worshipped  there,  (d)  Did  he  continue  leaping  when  in,  as  you 
people  do?  Not  a  word  to  prove  it.  (e)  He  broke  all  four  command- 
ments above,  and  in  particular,  Ec.  5:  1.  (f)  See  brother  you  are  looking 
at  an  ignorant,  erring,  sinful  man.     Learn  of  Jesus  who  never  leaped! 


4.  "David  danced  before  the  Lord."  Yes,  but  read  2  Sam.  6,  to  see: 
(a)  where?  on  the  street,  (v.  13-14).  You  may  do  on  the  street  or  in 
your  back  yard  what  is  all  wrong  in  God's  House  and  worship,  (b)  He 
and  "30,000"  more  broke  God's  command  to  "carry  the  ark  on  their 
shoulders."  Were  they  ignorant  or  wilful  sinners?  "They  set  the  ark 
of  God  upon  a  new  cart — Uzza  took  hold  of  it  for  the  oxen  shook  it,  and 
God  smote  him  there  for  his  error,  and  there  he  died — and  David  was 
afraid  of  the  Lord  that  day."  v.  1-9.  O,  my  brother,  beware!  Irreverent 
ignorant,  unscriptural  worship,  be  it  ever  so  zealous  and  sincere,  is 
Fatal!!  God  must  be  worshipped  "in  Truth."  "For  whosoever  shall 
keep  the  whole  law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point  (wilfully)  he  is  guilty  of 
all."  Jas.  2:  10.  They  who  ignorantly  say:  "He  is  earnest  and  sincere 
and  it  don't  matter,"  Beware!  He  "who  does  evil  that  good  may  come 
his  damnation  is  just."     Rom.  3:  8. 

(c)  David's  own  wife  "despised  him"  for  his  "leaping  and  dancing — 
as  one  of  the  vain  fellows  shamelessly  uncovereth  himself!  (v.  16,  20). 
She  was  much  pained  at  his  "new  ideal"  even  of  street  service.  It  was 
most  "unseemly."     I.  Cor.  13:  5. 

(d)  David  also  committed  adultry,  and  murder  (2  Sam.  11).  "Listen. 
Hear  the  hozannas"!  to  David,  we  all  must  dance,  commit  adultry  and 
murder  because  he  did!!  He  said  "I  have  sinned"  2  Sam.  12,  13.  Will 
you,  my  brother?  professing  to  love  Jesus  more  than  others,  will  you 
still  refuse  to  "learn  of  Him,"  but  look  to  David.  Surely  I.  John  1 :  9,  is 
for  you  here. 


5.  "Solomon  said,  'There  is  a  time  to  dance,'  "  Yes,  and  a  place  also, 
the  street  or  home  as  above.  He  also  says  "There  is  a  time  tO'  be 
silent,"  Ec.  3:  7,  i.e.,  when  another  is  praying.  And  again,  "Keep 
thy  foot  in  God's  house."     Ex.  5:  1. 


6.  "The  lame  man  shall  leap  as  an  heart."  Yes,  but  read  again  Isa. 
35,  and  note  it  is  all  spiritual  and  figurative  language.  To  say  it  is 
"physical  or  literal,"  "Eye,  ear,  waters,  grass,  &c.,"  is  absurd.  Blind  men 
filled  with  the  spirit  don't  get  physical  sight,  &c.  So  also  of  Luke  6:  23, 
and  John  7:  38,  words  of  Jesus.  All  figurative,  one  who  contended  for  a 
literal  meaning  to  all  scripture,  was  asked,  "Do  you  believe  on  Christ?" 
"Yes."    "How  much  will  you  take  and  be  my  mill  river?"    "What  do  you 


mean?"  Jesus  said  (Jn.  7:  38)  "He  that  believeth  on  Me  out  of  his  belly 
shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water."     How  absurd! 

"My    tongue  with  songs  doth  He  employ 
And  leapeth  my  glad  heart  for  joy." 

so  wrote  C.  Wesley.  This  leaping  heart  joy  was  what  Paul  and  Silas  had 
when  persecuted  in  the  Phillipian  jail  as  they  sang.  Acts  16.  Did  Jesus 
persecuted  to  death  once  leap  for  joy?  No.  Then  you  misrepresent  Him 
to  say  He  meant  physical  leaping.  Even  to  grant  it  to  be  physical,  the 
where  to  leap  is  to  point?     Not  in  God's  house,  as  above. 


7.  "These  men  are  full  of  new  wine,"  "and  therefore  were  dancing." 
Acts  2:  13.  What  a  "heated  imagination"  you  have  to  say  so.  (a)  They 
were  "mocking,"  lying  sinners  who  spoke,  and  you  look  to  those  instead 
of  Christ  to  learn,  (b)  They  did  not  say,  "Those  men  are  jumping." 
They  saw  no  gain  even  for  mockers  to  say  what  all  present  knew  to  be 
false.  Satan  knows  you  now  can  tell  that  lie  with  more  success,  (c) 
They  were  "filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,"  (v.  4),  and  acted  more  like  Jesus 
than  ever  before,  and  He  never  jumped.     Will  you  not  admit  it? 


8.  "I  must  jump  or  grieve  the  Spirit."  Satan  and  his  servants  grin 
as  you  entertain  them  jumping.  When  you  stop  you  spoil  the  circus,  and 
they  see  nothing  to  laugh  over  in  the  rhidnight  journey  home.  "Try  the 
spirits  whether  they  are  of  God,"  (I.  John:  4:  1),  by  the  Bil)le  commands 
and  the  acts  of  Jesus.  The  blessed  Holy  Spirit  who  inspired  Christ,  the 
holy  prophets  and  apostles  to  write  you  those  commands  will  never 
prompt  you  to  break  them,  or  be  grieved  when  you  keep  them. 


As  You  Fail  to  Reply  Further. 

My  Dear  Brother,  do  yourself  and  others  the  kindness  to  answer  the 
following,  keeping  in  mind  that  we  all  must  answer  to  Christ  in  the 
Judgement  when  it  will  be  revealed  how  we  "learned  of"  Him,  and 
"followed"  Him  on  earth.  1.  Failing  to  find  one  instance  where  Jesus 
ever  jumped,  danced  or  screeched,  why  do  you  not  "learn"  of  Him,  the 
sinless  Saviour,  but  prefer  to  follow  sinful  David,  who  was  punished  for 
breaking  God's  commands,  and  repenting  said:  "I  have  sinned?"  2  Sam. 
12:  13.  2.  Why  do  you  wrest  some  of  Wesley's  words  to  prove  that  he 
repented  of  saying  jumping,  &c.,  was  "of  Satan,"  when  for  45  years  be- 
fore his  death  he  declared  it  to  be  "of  Satan,"  and  "filled  with  the  Spirit" 
himself,  you  cannot  tell  of  one  instance  where  he  leaped,  danced  or 
screeched? 


.  3.  Finding  your  old  "Mother  Church"  sick,  (some  carnal  and 
worldly)  as  a  converted  son,  and  minister,  why  do  you  go  about  to  kill 
her!  A  grateful,  true  son  will  nurse,  revive  and  feed  her,  not  on  "poison- 
ed milk,"  but  on  the  "pure  word,"  imtil  she,  as  in  the  past,  will  be  holy 
and  mighty  in  God's  hands.  4.  Why  do  you  break  the  "Golden  Rule" 
going  with  your  tent  to  "build  on  another's  foundation"  to  prejudice  and 
alienate  church  members  so  they  seldom  go  to  hear  their  pastor,  and  pay 
you  what  they  owe  him?  5.  Are  there  note  too  many  sects,  and  will 
you  form  another  with  your  unscriptural  hobby,  Christ  still  praying  that
